THE LATEST. 


President Roosevelt’* plurality of tk 
popular vote, as well as of the elector# 
vote, is a record-breaker, and the Indf 
cations are that it will exceed 1.500.00 
The electoral vote from the present ip 
dlcatloris will stand 343 for Roosevate 
and 133 for Parker. Missouri has land¬ 
ed in the Roosevelt column by a plur¬ 
ality estimated at $.000. though Folk. 
Democrat, is elected Governor by a 
plurality approximating 40.000. The 
Missouri Legislature is believed to be 
Republican, and the Democratic candi¬ 
dates for the minor State offices prob¬ 
ably have been defeated. The Demo¬ 
crats will also lose several Congress¬ 
men. The early reports which indi¬ 
cated a Democratic slump In Tennes¬ 
see are not borne out by later returns 
which indicate the biggest Democratic 
presidential plurality since 1892. Mary¬ 
land Is the only State whose electoral 
vote seems doubtful, the chances fa¬ 
voring the Republicans. The Democrats 
are still claiming the election of Berge, 
the fusion candidate for Governor in 
Nebraska. Gov. Toole. Democrat, prob¬ 
ably has pulled through In Montana 
by a close shave, though the State is 
largely Republican in the national 
contest. 

Judge Alton B. Parker last night 
gave to the press an open letter ad¬ 
dressed to the "Democracy of the Na¬ 
tion." in which he thanked all those 
!*vho aided in the campaign work. In 
the letter he says he will never again 
peek a nomination nor a public office. 
Jle says he will still work for Demo¬ 
cratic success and strongly urges party 
harmony. He repeats his previous 
statement that the greatest moral 
question that confronts the party is 
•‘Shall the trusts and corporations be 
prevented from contributing money to 
control or to aid in controlling elec- 
lions?"_

New- York, Nov. 9.—With the elec¬ 
tion returns still Incomplete, the plu¬ 
rality of President Roosevelt in the 
nation, according to all indications to¬ 
night, will exceed 1,500.000. the greatest 
plurality ever given an American can¬ 
didate. The nearest approach to this 
vote was in 1896 when McKinley re¬ 
ceived a plurality approximating 850,- 
000 and in 1872 when Grant received 
702,891 plurality. 

To-night the Interest centers In Mis¬ 
souri and Maryland. Late returns In¬ 
dicate that the former State is in the 
Republican column as far as presi¬ 
dential electors are concerned, but that 
Joseph W. Folk, the Democratic can¬ 
didate. has been elected Governor. In 
Maryland the presidential vote proba¬ 
bly will be cast for President Roosevelt, 
Late return* to-night indicate -that 
Thomas A. Smith, Democrat, has been 
elected to Congress in the First dis¬ 
trict by 400 plurality. 

Congressman Jackson, of this district, 
to-nlghrt, how ever, puts forward a claim 
of trick ballots and fraud and says he 
will contest the election.

The ' solid South" was broken by the 
probable detection of Missouri*—th i« 
section of the country usually having 
thirteen States in the Democratic col¬ 
umn. The figures to-night show but 
twelve States with 133 voles for Judge 
Parker. 

President Roosevelt carried all the 
Northern States—swept them In fact— 
and to-night be had 343 electoral votes. 

The banner State is Penney Ivan la. 
Twenty-four hour® after the polls 
dosed the returns from this State In¬ 
dicated that Roosevelt's plurality 
would reach 485.000. Next came New 
York State, where the President polled 
approximately 174.000 votes more than 
did Judge Parker. 

The New' York City returns are still 
incomplete, but the amazement over 
the result has not subsided. Judge 
Parker carried Greater New' York by 
nearly 41,000 votes. 

• • • 

Curious Results. 

In general, the situation is chiefly In¬ 
teresting to-night because of the fact 
that the tickets in many of the States 
were cut. President Roosevelt ran 
ahead of his ticket in many localities, 
notably in Massachusetts, where he se¬ 
cured a plurality of 86.000 votes, while 
the Republican candidate for Governor 
was defeated by 35.000. In that State 
the Legislature Is Republican and th< 
entire Republican ticket, with the ex¬ 
ception of Governor, was elected. In 
Missouri circumstances are similar. 

In Nebraska the'definite announce¬ 
ment that the Legislature is Republic¬ 
an disposes of the statement that Wil¬ 
liam J. Bryan had aspirations for a 
United States Senatorshlp. In tha; 
State, too. the Governorship Is in 
doubt, and It w'ill require official returns 
to determine who Is elected. B.?th 
sides claim a victory. 

There is a curious situation in Min¬ 
nesota. where Roosevelt secured 125,- 
000 plurality, but where a Democratic 
Governor and Republican Lieutenant- 
Governor are elected. The election of 
a Democratic Governor Is the second 
In the history of the State. 

Chairman Babcock, of the Republican 
Congressional Committee, has been re¬ 
turned to Congress from Wl^oonoin. but 
Chairman Cowherd, of the Democratic 
Congressional Committee, was defeated 
In Missouri. 

The situation In Colorado presented 
an Interesting phase to-night. Roo**e- 
velt has carrM the State by probably 
15.000, but the governorship Is still in 

doubt, both sides claiming a victory.

Judge Parker's Statement. 

As interesting to the voter as any¬ 


La Follette Has Been Re-elected By 
Plurality of About 50,000. 

Milwaukee. Wis.. Nov. 9.—The result 
of the eloctlon In ibis State shows that 
Roosevelt ran ahead of every ticket 
and carried the Stale by a plurality es¬ 
timated at between 60,000 ami 75,000; 
that Governor Lafollette has been re¬ 
elected by a plurality of about 50.000 
and that the Congressional complex¬ 
ion remains unchanged from two years 
ago. The Legislature which Is to elect 
a United tSates Senator to succeed Jos¬ 
eph V. Quarels Is largely Republican, 
and the question of w'hether Wisconsin 
shall have a primary election law has 
carried by a safe majority. One of the 
surprises Jn the election was the big 
increase In the vote of the Social Dem¬ 
ocratic party. Four years ago that 
party polled 4,458 votes In Milwaukee 
county; two years ago. 10.704, and In 
this election 18,120. The Social Dem¬ 
ocrats elected four Assemblymen and 
one Senator to the Legislature. 

In the Legislature Chairman W. D. 
Connor, of the LaFollette State Central 
Committee, claims there will be eighty 
members pledged to carry out the mea¬ 
sures advocated by Governor LaFol- 
lette. Of this number sixty-three are 
Assemblymen and seventeen Senators, 
or a .majority of each house. Chair¬ 
man Goldin, of the stalwart Republic¬ 
an faction, claims that the stalwarts 
and Democrats combined will control n 
majority of each house and he predicts 
that If United States Senator Cjuarlea 
Is not re-elected the Legislature 
will probably find Itself In a deadlock. 

Perhaps the greatest surprise of the 
election was the narrow margin on 
which Congressman Joseph W. Bab¬ 
cock pulled through. His plurality of 
8.000 two years ago was cut to about 
300 this year. 

This was caused through the war of 
the State Administration on the third 
district Congressman. If the claims of 
both Republican factions ns to the 
Legislature are anywhere near correct 
there promises to be some Interesting 
scenes in the legislature next session. 

MISSOURI. 

Probably For Roosevelt, But Folk 
Has Been Elected Governor. 

&t. Louis, Nov. 9.—Twenty-four hours 
after the polls had closed In Missouri 
found the result of the election still un¬ 
determined throughout the State, al¬ 
though K was practically conceded that 
old Democratic Missouri had suc¬ 
cumbed to the Roosevelt landslide that 
•wept the country; that one Democrat 
remained standing, he being Josejih W. 
Folk, for Governor. However, even in 
the face of Inpouring return* showing 
a Democratic slump throughout the 
State, the Democrats Insisted that the 
true results cannot be known until the 
returns had been completed, and as¬ 
serted that the Democracy in Missouri 
was vet victorious by a very narrow 
margin. *The Republicans yearned for 
a complete victory throughout., and In¬ 
sist ed that Cirrus P. Walbrtdge. for 
Governor, had not been defeated, but 
would finally be found to have won by 
a slight majority. They also claimed 
•to have elected five of the sixteen Con¬ 
gressmen, making a grain of four, and 
declared a majority or two on joint 
ballot In tlie Legislature, which hns be¬ 
fore it the election of a successor to 
United States Senator Cockrell 

In the citv of St. Louis Roosevelt * 
plurality was 2.086. complete returns 
allowing the vote: Roosevelt 65.056; 
Parker 62.970. 

John E. Bwanger. Republican, for 
Secretary of State, polled a plurality of 
10.246 over Samuel B. Cook, the present 
incumbent. Arthur N. Sager. Repub¬ 
lican who will succeed Joseph W. Folk 
as Circuit Attorney, gained a plurality 
over Carl Otto. Democrat, of 2.543. The 
combined "Thir d party " vote was 4,000. 

St. Louis. Mo.. Nov. 9.—[Special.! 
The Missouri legislature is conceded 
to be Republican, which means the 
election of a Republican to succeed 
Cockrell. Friends of Walbridge, the 
defeated candidate for Governor, are 
booming him for the Senate. 

Roosevelt s majority In Missouri is 
probably 8.000. Folk alone saved the 
entire Democratic ticket from defeat 
He wins by 40.000._ 

COLORADO. 

Democrats Assert That Alva Adams’ 
Election. Is Assured. 

Denver. Nov. 9.—Roosevelt's plurality 
In Colorado has been Inerted by later 
returns and may run above 15.000. Re¬ 
publican* and Democrats claim the 
election of Governor and Congressman 
at l.ir*r. and the Republicans threaten 
to contest tlie State election on the 
ground of alleged frauds In Denver. On 
the face of nearly complete returns 
Adams has carried Denver county by 

4.500 plurality, and apj»ears to have a 
safe lead over Peabody without this 
county. According to the returns In 
the Times. Adams* plurality In the 
State is a little over 10,000. Th«* Times 
ooni*ed*a that the result is In doubt as 
to other State officers, but claims the 
Legislature to be Democratic In both 
branches. 

The Pbst pays: 

"l>ate returns this afternoon Indicate 
clearly that the Republican ticket in 
Colorado, national. Slate and county 
has-been elected by pluralities ranging 
from 2.000 to 10.000. A conservative es¬ 
timate places Gov. Peabody's plurality 
at 5,000. He will carry Denver by from 

1.500 to 2,000." 

Democratic Chairman Milton Smith 
made the following statement this even¬ 
ing: 

"Alva Adams is elected by from 10.000 
to 15,000. All the State ticket got* In 
with him acirording to our best Informa¬ 
tion.” 

Republican Chairman D B. Fairley 
makes the following claim: 

"Peabody will be elected by some¬ 
where between 5,000 and 10,000. , The 
State ticket will run between in.OOO a.nd 
15,000. Roosevelt will run higher than 
Ural. The three Congressmen are elect¬ 
ed by pluralities above 10,000. I expect 
to bring Peabody to Denver with a plu¬ 
rality ranging from 7,000 to in.000. This 
Is large enough to off«<*c any frauds the 
Democrats might attempt in Denver.

‘ORGANIZE NOW FOR 1908.’ 


Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 9.—WalUain J. 
Bryan to-night gave out an extended 
statement concerning yesterday's elec¬ 
tion, which Is intended to serve as his 
comment on the result, and a* his an¬ 
swer to reports connecting him with a 
movement looking to the formation of a 
new party. Mr. Bryan sold he would 
not attempt to deny all the reports cir¬ 
culated as to Ms future political action, 
but would let his statement serve to 
explain his position. He says: 

The Democratic parly has met with an 
overwhelming defeat in the national elec¬ 
tion. Ass yet the returns are not suffi¬ 
ciently complete to permit analysis, ami 
it t» impossible to say whether the re¬ 
sult Is due to an actual Increase in the 
number of Republican voters or to a fall¬ 
ing oft In the Democratic vote. This 
phase of the subject will be dealt with 
when the let urns are all In. The ques¬ 
tions for consideration at this time arc, 
what lesson does the election teach? And 
what of the future? The defeat of Judge 
Parker should not be considered a per¬ 
sonal one. He did as well as he could 
under the c4rciraj©innces; he was the vic¬ 
tim of unfavorable conditions and of a 
mistaken party policy.

Odds Were Heavy. * 

He grow In popularity as the campaign 
progressed and expressed himself more 
wild more mrangly ujKm the trust ques¬ 
tion. but could not overcome the heavy 
odds against him. The so-called ©ooserv- 
alive Democrats charg«d the defeat of 
1896 and 19W to the party's position on 
ihe money question, and Insisted that a 
victory could be won by dropping the 
coinage question entirely. The conven¬ 
tion accepted this theory, and the plat¬ 
form made no reference to the money 
question, but Judge I^arker felt that It 
was tils duty to announce his personal ad¬ 
herence to the gold standard.

He hud tlie cordial Indorsement 
of Mr. Cleveland, who certified that the 
party had returned *to "safety am! san¬ 
ity:**, he had the sVifrport of the Demo¬ 
cratic paper* who bolted in t«»6. and ho 
also hod the aid of nearly ail of those* 
who were prominent In the campaigns of 
l#W» and 1900, and yet his defeat Is ap¬ 
parency greater than the party suffered 
In either of those yen re.

AN ADDRESS TO DEMOCRACY. 


The partv must also maintain lu posi¬ 
tion on the tariff question. No answer ha- 
btan made to the Indictment ugalum tne 
high tariff, and yet. here. too. the bur¬ 
den of the tariff system ts concealed by 
the mc<thod In which the taxes are col¬ 
lected. Jt cannot be made the sole Issue 
In a campaign. 

The party must renew Its demand for 
an InconK* tax. to be secured through a 
constitutional amendm''T»t, in order that 
wealth may be made to pay Its share of 
tbt* v-xnem— of the new government. To¬ 
day we are collecting practically all of 
<»ur Federal revenue from taxes upon con¬ 
sumption. and t-hese boar heaviest upon 
the poor and lightest upon the rich. 

Tlie party must maintain 1U poslthm in 
favor of bimetallism. It cannot surren¬ 
der Its demand for the u*w of both gold 
and silver as the atandard money of the 
country, but the question must remain 
in abeyance until conditions so change 
as to bring th»* public again face to fare 
with falling prices and a rising dollar. 
This, therefore, cannot be made the con¬ 
trolling Issue, of the contest, upon which 
we are entering. 

The trust question presents the most 
acute phase of the contest between 
democracy and plutocracy, so for ns econ¬ 
omic Issue* are concerned. The President 
virtually admits that the trust* contrib¬ 
uted to his campaign fund, hut he denies 
that they received any promise* of aid 
or Immunity. No well-informed person 
doubts that the large corporation* have 
furnished the Republican campaign fund 
during the campaign of 1896, 1900 and 1904. 
and no one can answer the logic of Judge 
Parker's arraignment of the trusts' con¬ 
tribution.

Paying For Favors. 


It Is unqitestlonableailso that Judge Par¬ 
ker's defeat was not local, but general, 
the returns from the Western States be¬ 
ing as disappointing as the returns from 
the East. Tho reorganizers are !n com¬ 
plete control of tihe party, they planned 
tha campaign and carried it on according 
to rhrir own. view's, and 1 the verdict 
against their plan Is a unanimous one. 
Surely sliver cannot be blamed for this 
defeat, for the cajmpaJgn was run on a 
gold basis. Neither can this defeat be 
charged to emphatic condemnation of the 
trusts, for the trusts were not assailed 
as vigorously this year as they wvre four 
years ago. It Is evldorrt that the oam- 
jHilgrn did not turn upon the question of 
Imperialism, and it is not faJr to con¬ 
sider tho result as a personal victor)’ R>r 
Lhe President, although his administra¬ 
tion was the subject of criticism. 

The result was duo to the fact that the 
Democratic party attempted to b«* con¬ 
servative In the preaenc© of conditions 
which demand radical remedies. It sound¬ 
ed a partial retreat when it should have 
ordered a charge al! along the line In 
1896 the line wua drawn for the first 
time during the present generation be¬ 
tween plutocracy and Democracy, and 
tho party's stand on the side of Democ¬ 
racy alienated a large number of pluto¬ 
cratic Democrats who in the nature of 
things cannot be expected to return, and 
It drew to itself a largo number of earn¬ 
est advocates of refonn whose attach¬ 
ment to these reforms Is much stronger 
than attachment to any party name The 
Repirbllra.n party occupies the conserve- 
live position. That Is, It defends those 
who, having secured unfair advantage 
through class legislation. Insist that they 
shall not be disturbed, no ma;t't»*r how op¬ 
pressive their exactions may become.

President Rooiwvelt has four years In 
which to make good his declaration lhat 
no obligations were Incurred by il»* ac¬ 
ceptance of truist fund*. He will disap¬ 
point either the contributor* or the voters. 
If h© disappoints the contributors the 
trust question may be put In the. proc« 
of settlement. If he disappoints the peo¬ 
ple they will have a chance to sert4e with 
his party four years hence. ‘Death to ev¬ 
ery private monopoly* must be tho s’orm 
of the party In this question: any otnor 
posh Ion Is h surrender. The platforms 
of 1900 and 1904 declare that a private mo¬ 
nopoly is indefensible and Intolerable and 
thi-« declaration presents the Issue uj»on 
the trust question.

Nov. 9.—'Three battle¬ 
ships, five scout cruisers, six torpedo 
boat destroyers, six torpedo boats and 
two squadron colliers, at an aggregate 
maximum cost of $41.30^.000, 1* the 

building programme which the general 
board of the navy has recommended 
the Secretary of the Navy to urge Con- 
gri-s* to authorize at Its next session. 
Secretary Morton will refer the recom¬ 
mendations to the board on construc¬ 
tion for comment and endorsement, and 
will base his recommendation to Cori- 
gres* on the reports of the two hoard*. 
The general board’s recommendations 
are signed by Admiral Dewey, pres¬ 
ident of the board. 

This would give the navy nine first- 
class battleships of 16,000 tons displace¬ 
ment each. The board estimates that 
the complete cost of each of the new 
battleships when ready for sea will not 
exceed $8,000,000. making a total of 
$24,000,000 recommend!

Great speed Is urged ns the 
feature of the five scout cruisers rec¬ 
ommended. 

Two million dollars is the estimated 
limit of cost of each of these ships. In 
character they will follow the general 
lines of tne Theater.

Vice President-elect, to¬ 
day received a flood of telegrams, one 
of the earliest messages to arrive being 
a cablegram from John K. Gowdy, Con¬ 
sul General at Paris. Speaking of the 
result of the election he said: 

It is a notable victory—one of th© great 
est victories ihat has been achieved in 
American politics. It is a victory for 
right prlncl])4es over wrong ones: It Is a 
victory for the principles of the Republic¬ 
an party and for the magnificent admin¬ 
istration of Theodore Roosevelt os P esi- 
dent. The American people are a great 
people, and when they thfnk upon great 
political questions their Judgments are 
righteous altogether, lorn gratified with 
the results In many of th© States of the 
Union, but i>t Is needless for me to say 
that I am most gratified wlrh the mag¬ 
nificent pwtroltlam manifested by th"? 
great State of Indiana^ But we should ail 
remember that the debate has closei, th© 
verddet has been rendered and we all must 
now settle back to our duties as citizens 
of this great Republic and to our duties 
to one another. 

The Senator did not say to-day what 
would be his course in regard to the 
Indiana senatorshlp, Which he now 
holds. He will resign it formally, but 
how soon he was not to-day ready to 
announce.

Washington, Nov. 9. — President 
Itooeevelt was overwhelmed with con¬ 
gratulations* to-day. They were pre¬ 
sented by many people in person, and 
9 **cty? received by mall and by tele¬ 
graph from every State and from at¬ 
omic** every city In the country. Thou¬ 
sands of telegram© already have been 
Received,, and they are coming yet in an 
Undi mini shed flood. Four operators 
•were kept busy to-day receiving the 
tnessages over the wires at the White 
Mouse telegraph bureau. Before noon 
bne operator alone had taken more than 
three hundred telegrams. The others 
were equally busy. It will be physical¬ 
ly Impossible for the President and 
Secretary' Loeb to acknowledge each 
message received, in accordance with 
the usual custom at the White House, 
but President Roosevelt desires it to be 
understood thart he appreciates to the 
full the expressions of hU friends, and 
would be glad If It were possible for 
him personally to greet and thank every 
tme of them. 

• • • 

In Exuberant Spirits. 


The President was in exurebant spir¬ 
its to-day. Although he did not retire 
Until a late hour last night, he rose 
early and had a happy early-morning 
rhat with the members of his family- 
end his house guests. He reached the 
Executive offices early, and not until 
then did he read the morning papers. 
AfteJ* glancing over them, he read a 
few of the thousands of telegrams of 
tnongratutatlon %vhlch had been received 
and examined bulletins of the latest re¬ 
turns from the election. He was ad¬ 
vised that the Republicans had carried 
Maryland, a message from Senator Mc- 
Comas announcing that result was be¬ 
yond question. 

• • • 

Little Official Business. 


Official business wtu* nearly Impos¬ 
sible of transaction by the President 
to-day. Scores of people called on him 
to extend their felicitations upon the 
result df the election. Pre*ldtent Roose¬ 
velt w\as perfectly calm and undemon¬ 
strative. The catler© included Postmas¬ 
ter General Wynne, Secretary o«f the 
Navy Morton, Assistant Secretary of 
State Loomis, Senator Proctor, of Ver¬ 
mont; Gen. John C. Black, chairman of 
-the Civil Service Commission; Lieut. 
Gen. Chaffee, of the army: Gen. Gil¬ 
lespie. Chief of Engineers; Prof. W ilUs 
L. Moore. Chief of the Weather Bureau, 
and Rev. Dr. Schdek. pastor of the 
church of which the President is a 
member.

j To Prevent Misinterpretation. 

The President said to-day he felt that 
his announcement that he would not 
accept another nomination would pre¬ 
vent during the next four years any 
misinterpretation of his actions, per- 
sona! or official. He expressed himself 
ns being In entire sympathy with the 
evident belief of the American people In 
Lhe undesirability of a third term for 
a President, and he therefore made up 
his statement as unequivocal as pos¬ 
sible. 

Shortly after noon a delegation of the 
prominent residents of Washington was 
received by the President. The dele¬ 
gation was entirely nonparttsan. James 
L. Norris, the Democratic National 
Committeeman for the district, and 
other Democrats joining In the cordial 
congratulations to Mr. Roosevelt. Mr. 
Norris said to the President that the 
Democracy had made as vigorous a 
contest as it could against him, but 
now that the contest was history he 
desired to say that he. in common with 
other Democrats, shared in the kindly 
feeling for the President and in the 
good wishes for his future success. 

A pretty feature of the call of the 
delegation was that each of the fifty 
member* presented to Mr. Roosevelt a 
beautiful American beauty rose aa em¬ 
blematic of their personal fealty and 
regard for him. 

WESTERN HEADQUARTERS 

m 

Of the Republicans Will Be Closed 
Friday With All Bills Paid. 

Chicago, Nov. 9.—Vice Chairman New. 
Secretary Dover and National Commit¬ 
teeman Low den were confident at 
Western headquarters to-day that Mis¬ 
souri ha© been landed safely In the 
Republican columns and the Mason and 
Dixon line once more broken. 

Preparations are being made to close 
the Western headquarters In Chlcngo, 
Friday. Secretary Dover will leave 
for New York on that day to assist 
Chairman Cortelyou in closing up the 
Eastern headquarters, and later Mr. 
Dover will go to Washington, where 
he will open headquarters, preparatory 
ttn the Inauguration of President Roose¬ 
velt March 4. 1905.

Kept Up By the Japs On Port 
Arthur. 

Che Foo. Nov. 9. 12:30 p. m.—The Jap¬ 
anese continue to bombard Port Ar¬ 
thur and the shells are falling so in¬ 
cessantly that the Rusaluns have prac¬ 
tically abandoned the repair of the 
works protecting the harbor. 

Citizen volunteers and the police are 
now re-enforcing the garrisons of the 
forts, according to the stories of Chi¬ 
nese arriving here, sixty of whom left 
Port Arthur on November 8 owing to 
the high price of food. 

So many men were killed on both 
sides during the last assault that many 
bodies lay unburied for days, and In 
some Instances dogs which bad been 
driven from the town, assuaged their 
hunger by eating the dead. 

In a few cases where this was seen 
by horror-stricken Russians sharp- 
ahiXiters killed the dogs. 

Some months ago the Russian au¬ 
thorities ordered that all dogs seen on 
the St recta should be shot, with the re¬ 
sult that half-famished creatures have 
been roaming the hills, becoming sav¬ 
age. 

The Chinese say that the forts on 
Golden Hill have done practically no 
firing for months past and It is believed 
their ammunition has run short. 


FINAL DETAILS 


Arranged For the Coming North Sea 
Conference. 

8t. Petersburg. Nov. 9. 11.41 a. m.— 
Final details covering the Anglo-Rus¬ 
sian convention regarding the North 
sea Incident have been completed by 
the acceptance by Russia in writing 
of certain point*. 

Invitations will now* be Issued Jointly 
by the two Governments to the United 
States and France to appoint Admirals 
to serve on the commla.don which will 
meet at the earliest p°***ible moment 
In Paris to select the fifth member. 

In case of the failure of the four Ad¬ 
miral* to agree the two Powers will ask 
a sovereign to name him. Although 
neither Russia nor Great Britain 
pledges herself In advance to punish 
the offenders, both agree to accept the 
findings of the oormnlpfilon, thus Impos¬ 
ing upon each other the moral obliga¬ 
tion to deal with any culpability estab¬ 
lished according to the laws of the re¬ 
spective oouh tries. 


JAPANESE LOAN 

Has Been Oversubscribed Three 
Times. 

New York, Nov. 9.—The $40,000,000 of 
5 per cent, exchequer bonds i-srued by 
the Japanese Government have been 
subscribed for three times over by the 
Japanese, according to a cablegram re¬ 
ceived by 8. Uchida, Japanese Consul 
here, from the Department of Finance 
In Toklo. The bonds were Issued at 
92. The original war loan of $60,000,000 
which was Moated In London and New 
York, sold at 90 and paid 6 per cent. 
Interest. 

In making the announcement Mr. 
Uchida said that he considered the 
manner in w*hlch the loan was taken 
as conclusive proof of the confidence 
the Japanese place In the stability of 
the Government and Its ability to meet 
all Us obligations, notwithstanding the 
heavy expenses of the war in which It 
Is engaged.

Mr. Phillips, however, did not act as 
one of the arbitrator© in the case for the 
following reason: During the Civil War 
Oea Butler, while in command of New 
Orleans, caused the arrest of many men 
and women who too publicly displayed 
tholr loyalty to the South. He caused 
the arrest of one woman because she in¬ 
cited her young son to spit upon Union 
soldiers. This mother shower] more than 
ordinary resentment at Gen. Butler's or¬ 
der and openly threatened to have re¬ 
venge upon him at some future time. On 
each anniversary of her arrest, even after 
the war was over, she regularly wrote to 
Gen. Butler, saying that she and her son 
were ©till alive and proposed to get even 
with him- 

Her persistence gave Gen. Butler some 
«*vxiety. and he carefully watched the 
movements of both mother and son. It 
was wlfh much concern, therefore, that 
he discovered upon tho Board of Arbi¬ 
tration which President Cleveland ap¬ 
pointed to deride the case of h!s client 
the name of the son, who. when a boy, 
hud spat upon the Union soldiers at the 
command of his mother, for Attorney 
Phillips a as none other than the son of 
the Southern woman who Insisted In her 
declaration that she would have revenge. 

G*n. Butler Immediately applied to At¬ 
torney H&lfid&y and Judge Herrick to use 
their influence to have President Cleve¬ 
land remove their colleague, young Phil¬ 
lips.

Dr. Gossett claimed that he 
had been slandered by Dr. Green, and 
that he shot to sustain his honor. He 
surrendered to Patrolman I redale, and 
w as soon released on a bond of $400 
furnished by Col. Henry’ L. Stone, hi© 
uncle. Dr. Green was taken to the 
Gray-street Infirmary. 

Dr. Gre~n was preparing to leave his 
office yesterday afternoon, and had 
reached the ©levator landing on the fifth 
floor, when Dr. Gossett approached and 
said he wished to talk to him. The two 
men went to Dr. Green's office and a 
few momenta later sounds of a quarrel 
wur© heard by Albert Garnett, a negro 
janitor. An instant later a nhot rang 
out and Dr. Green darted from the 
door, running down th*> hall. Dr. Gos¬ 
sett followed, and fired a second time, 
the bullet striking the fleeing man in 
the right shoulder blade, enteartng from 
the back. The first hod struck Dr. 
Oi'een in the left arm below* the elbow*, 
breaking the bone. Dr. Green continued 
hi© flight, and ns he turned a comer and . 
dashed down a stairway in the north 
end of the building. Dr. Goamtt fired 
again, but the bullet struck Intp the 
wall over Green’s head.

When Dr. Green was removed to the 
Infirmary, he was examined a second 
time by Drs.

Green gave out a partial statement as 
follows: 

"1 was washing my hand© In my office 
when Dr. Gossett said he would ©hoot 
and I Immediately ran for the door. 
The first shot w*a© fired v - hon he was 
about four feet from me. I had on my 
overcoat at the time and was preparing 
to leave the building. I don't know 
the exact cause for the ©hooting. Some 
time ago I called him a dirty pup be¬ 
fore a friend of his and I think this 
led to the trouble.

Dr, 
Gossett gave out only a meager state¬ 
ment as follows: 

"I have been practicing In Louis¬ 
ville f«»r six years, and have a reputa¬ 
tion to susthln and Dr. Green slandered 
me.

Timely Suggestions. 

The New York Herald, a nonpartlran 
Journal, or one at least which so di¬ 
vides Its favori to either party as to 
make Its actual status difficult to de¬ 
fine, on the morning of the election ven¬ 
tured upon some suggestions touching 
future political management which are 
well worth considering In the Interim 
between now and the next general ejec¬ 
tion. It say's: 

, “In view of the marvelous growth of 
the country and the development of gov¬ 
ernment on rigid partisan lines utterly 
unforeseen by the fathers of the Repub¬ 
lic, the machinery for ascertaining and 
expressing the will of the people neces¬ 
sarily contains weak spots that are re¬ 
vealed only by experience In the work!ng 
of self-government on the most stupen¬ 
dous scale the world has ever seen. 

"In the campaign that has Just dosed 
two of these defects have been strongly 
Impressed upon the popular mind. One is 
the absurdity of our national conventions 
to select candidates. Instead of a delib¬ 
erative assemblage of the delegates In¬ 
trusted with this Important duty, we have 
a howling, turbulent mose-meeting. In 
which the voices of the delegates are 
drowned and anything like sober debate 
or the orderly transaction of business Is 
Impose 1 bio. One lotion this campaign 
has taught Is the necessity for radical re¬ 
form In tb® manner of holding our na¬ 
tional conventions.” 

There Is no question tfxat our Na¬ 
tional Conventions are too large for the 
effective work of a deliberative body. 
But It must be borne in mind that they 
ere not to be considered strictly as 
such. In the sense of a legislative body. 
They are delegated bodies, but under the 
system of local Instruction given dele¬ 
gates in the State or district conven¬ 
tions, their powers and duties are much 
restricted, as compared with legislative 
or similar representative bodies. Ex¬ 
clusive of alternates, a National Con¬ 
vention comprises something more than 
twice the number of Federal electors 
and such a body considered by Itself Is 
not too unwieldy for the work con¬ 
fided to it. The chief trouble arises 
from large attendance of those not del¬ 
egates, including alternates who exert 
more or less influence. In earlier party 
days It was attempted to avoid the ob¬ 
jections of the Herald by a caucus con¬ 
vention composed of members of Con¬ 
gress, but this was abandoned, on ac¬ 
count of Its abuses, for the present sys¬ 
tem. Un^os the number of delegates 
Were limited to the number of electors 
and the attendance of others restricted. 
It Is difficult to see how the objections 
to the present system could be rem¬ 
edied. This would take away the pop¬ 
ular feature of the system, and it is 
doubtful If the suggestion would meet 
with favor. 

Upon another point the Herald makes 
a suggestion of a more practical char¬ 
acter: 

"Another lesson, which this campaign 
did not originate, but has strongly en¬ 
forced, Is the need of restraining and reg¬ 
ulating the secret collection and disburse¬ 
ment of large campaign funds. The cor¬ 
rupting possibilities Involved In the pres¬ 
ent system are too apparent to call for 
argument Campaign funds ‘should be 
limited to meet n«c*Miaary expenses and 
ths manner of their disbursement should 
be made public. In this State we have 
a law' requiring candidates to make state¬ 
ments of their campaign expenditures, 
but there Is no legislation In State or 
nation to restrain or scrutinize the ex¬ 
penditures of committees.” 

The views of the Herald on this sub¬ 
ject are timely, and worthy of 
consideration. The corrupting tenden¬ 
cy In the use of money for the control 
of elections cannot be overestimated. In 
England the laws provide for vacating 
the seat of a member of Parliament 
elected by the use of money either in 
primary elections or at the polls. There 
Is much more reason why the corrupt 
Use of money should be prohibited In 
the election of a President. It U diffi¬ 
cult. however, to see how either the col¬ 
lection or disbursement of contributions 
could be regulated or effectively pre¬ 
vented by law's State or Federal. There 
are already penalties by both as to the 
corrupt use of money In elections, but 
these are evaded with rare exceptions. 
There may result benefits, however, 
through discussion of the subject and 
the education of the moral sense of the 
people a fra Inst the practice complained 
of. which may ultimately remedy it. 
The present U a favorable tlmo to con- 


might have saved their credit and 
spared the country and themselves the 
Cortelyou scandal. It Is obvious that 
they could have won the election with¬ 
out the aid of the enormous sums of 
money extorted from the Trusts. 

That eminent Judges make disap¬ 
pointing candidates has been more 
than once suggested by the Courier- 
Journal; but. in this Instance, the re¬ 
sult Is less personal to Judge Parker 
than political to the Democratic 
Party. * 

It Is distinctly a verdict against the 
present organization, methods and pol¬ 
icies—or lack of policies—of that party. 
Set as a pendant to the two defeats 
of 1896 and 1900, it may be accepted by 
intelligent people as the discharge of 
the existing generation of Democratic 
leaders from the public service. If 
Mr. Bryan could not carry the country 
in 1900 with a fairly united party be¬ 
hind him, nor Judge Parker In 1904. 
under very nearly ths same conditions 
—both candidates being personally ac¬ 
ceptable—what short of some decisive 
break In the Republican lines can give 
the Opposition, under whatever style 
or category it ranges Itself, any chance 
of overcoming the gigantic ollgarchism 
embraced by the party In power, with 
its abundant machinery. Its moneyed 
resources and Us army of official re¬ 
tainers? 

Already we have the “Splendid Gov¬ 
ernment,’* dreaded by Washington and 
Franklin and Jefferson and Jackson, 
with an able and aggressive, and, 
withal, a madly-ambltlous, popular 
hero, at the head of it. 

That the country can and will sur¬ 
vive and prosper under any party lead¬ 
ing—and for a long-time, however prod¬ 
igal and injudicious that party lead¬ 
ing may be—need not be told any 
thoughtful American. We are upon the 
ascending, not the descending, scale 
of National development. But* It must 
at length be conceded that the world- 
power idea. Joined to the commercial 
spirit, has taken complete possession 
of the popular fancy. 

The younger voters are with the showy 
Roosevelt, not with the sober, substan¬ 
tial Parker. They would rather go out 
In quest of adventure and trade, with 
the “big stick” for a pointer, than stay 
at home, leaving well enough alone, 
listening to the voice of tradition and 
cultivating the domestic virtues. The 
warnings of history, the admonitions of 
the Fathers In Israel, are Greek to 
them. They want riches, and they are 
not very squeamish Just how they shall 
get riches either for themselves, or for 
the Nation. 

Let us not deceive ourselves. For weal 
or for woe, the Plutocracy, so much be¬ 
rated, Is in the saddle, and until some 
new conceit advance* to the foreground, 
or some dire convulsion overtakes the 
people, It la likely to hold Its own. 
Placed by this election in a position 
greatly to strengthen Itself, to Intrench 
Itself, as K were, In power, we may take 
It for granted that it will not fall to do 
this; for the Money Devil Is unrelent¬ 
ing and Republicanism Is his Viceger¬ 
ent. Having case-hardened, if It has 
not debauched, the masses, to very loose 
notions about money-getting through 
the Pension System and the Protective 
Tariff, why should It not proceed to bar¬ 
ricade Its majority in the Congress and 
the Electoral College against the next 
Presidential Election by reducing the 
representation of the Solid South un¬ 
der the pretense of an alleged Consti¬ 
tutional requirement equalizing the 
suffrage? Every sordid Interest will de¬ 
mand this; and, having its own plat¬ 
form pledge for its authorization, we 
may be sure that Will be the first 
leading measure on ths Republican 
programme under the nesir dispensa¬ 
tion. 

The South, let us hope, will be able 
to outlast even a reopening of the old 
Sectional agitation, whether this assails 
Its racehood, or Its representation. 
From Theodore Roosevelt we ask no 
quarter and expect none. He is In¬ 
finitely ft worse enemy of the white 
men and women of the South than any 
of the Radical leaders of the past, be¬ 
cause not only that he entertains oen 


cure it. The Courier-Journal at least 
will take no account, nor any stock In, 
any factionlsm. There was an undoubt¬ 
ed lack of firmness In the Democratic 
grasp upon the situation from the first, 
and all along. In the outset* Judge 
Parker tried to mend this by his fa¬ 
mous telegram. In the end, he tried 
vainly to recover It by his speeches. 
One steady, consistent, united onset 
upon the Republicans, begun at 8t. 
Louis and kept up to the close, gaining 
volition and volume as the campaign 
advanced, might have availed; but the 
quibbling, incertitude and self-explolta 
tlon of the Eastern press—which prob 
ably could have been held to no definite 
line of policy, however sincere and en¬ 
lightened—wouId have beaten the ticket 
and accounts for the ground-swell in 
that Immediate region. 

Happily, the world does not end with 
this election. There shall still be 
crackers and cheese, if not cakes and 
ale. Myriads of* Americans have but 
an abstract interest In politics; the 
concrete things mainly for the poli¬ 
ticians. We have come. Indeed, to a 
certain parting of the ways. The old, 
simple beliefs are gradually but surely 
fading away. Electricity has annlhi 
lated time and space. Even politics is 
run by machinery, and money runs the 
machine. The dynaXty In power 
recks not the land-marks made by the 
path-finders of liberty, nor heeds the 
blazing of the sages as they passed 
through the primal forests of their 
bucolic Republic; but. under the ever- 
speclous plea of “Progress,” they are 
headed for the Golden Fleece, having 
no better chart, or compass, than the 
ruthless Argonauts of the Greecian 
fable. 

Far be It from us to prophesy evil 
against them. As they approve their 
doing and glorify the Nation, we shall 
rejoice. As they confirm our fears, and 
degrade it, we shall despair. But, the 
people have spoken; It ts their coun¬ 
try; and. hath it not been written that 
the voice of the People is the voice 
of God?

It is, however, a long Jane 
that has no turning, and, used to evil 
influences and Jnured to ill-treatment, 
the people of the South will more than 
ever turn to the development of their 
material resources, throwing them¬ 
selves back the while with simple, 
childlike confidence upon the wisdom of 
that God of whom It hath been said 
that “whom He loveth He chastencth.” 


Some Features of the Election. 

In surveying the field of battle, it Is 
hard to say which of the two parties Is 
most surprised. A notable feature of 
the case Is that with all the 
Improved agencies for forecasting 
the result there should have 
been such discrepancies In the calcula¬ 
tions on the part of the cfcmpalgh com¬ 
mittees of both parties. Naturally each 
wa* optimistic and claimed to the re¬ 
mote of possibilities. It Is not. there¬ 
fore, so remarkable that os to the ac¬ 
tual electoral preponderance of the Re¬ 
publican vote our opponents should 
have had their predictions so nearly 
realized. But as regards popular ma¬ 
jorities, the outcome exceeds their cal¬ 
culations quite as much as their elec¬ 
toral majority exceeds the Democratic 
forecast. In New' York, until the day 
of the election there was scant confi¬ 
dence on the part of the Republican 
managers that either Roosevelt or Hig¬ 
gins would carry the State, and the re¬ 
sult In the magnitude of the majority 
for each is as surprising to them as to 
their opponents. That Pennsylvania 
gave 100.000 more for Roosevelt than the 
estimated majority, that Connecticut 
and New Jersey should have given four 
or five fold the majority counted upon, 
that Ohio should have trebled the plu¬ 
rality given for MoKlniey, and Illinois 
more than doubled hers, while Indiana, 
considered doubtful till the close of the 
campaign, should have approximated 
60,000 majority/ constitute surprises as 
great to the winning aa to the defeated 
side. It is sufficient to cite these 
features In a contest In which there 
had been more thorough organization 
than ever before with a view to predict 
results, without venturing here to offer 
an explanation for them. 

But the most exceptional feature of 
this most exceptional campaign is 
shown in Massachusetts. In 1900 Mc¬ 
Kinley's plurality was a little more 
than 60.000, while in 1902 the majority 
for Bates, the present Governor, was 
slightly above 37,000. which approximat¬ 
ed his majority two years before. 
Now' we find that Roosevelt's plurality 
approximate* 90,000 while that of Doug, 
las, the Democratic candidate for Gov¬ 
ernor, la over 36,000. In the guber¬ 
natorial race the tariff issue was In¬ 
troduced by Douglas and argued from 
the working man's standpoint. It being 
sholvn by him how' Rs provisions en¬ 
riched the trusts at the expense of the 
laborer. 
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When Theodore Roosevelt allows him¬ 
self to lapse into those thoughts which 
he never confides to anyone he must 
have some uncomfortable moments as 
he realizes now that he has no need 
of Delaware's three votes, after all, and 
recalls what he did to get those votes in 
his alliance with the unspeakable Ad- 
dicks. ______ 

Mr. Roosevelt has announced that he 
will not be a candidate for, nor accept, 
another nomination. May we hope, 
therefore, that hereafter he proposes to 
administer the Government as Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt and not as Candidate 
Roosevelt ?

How the Trust stocks and bonds did 
boom yesterday on account of the elec¬ 
tion of a great Trust-buster! 


S an electric car whirled around 
the comer of Market street and 
a down-town Vcross street the 
other morning, the attention of 
nearly all the passengers on their way 
uptow-n to business was caught by 
several handsome carriages standing 
before a church. The sidewalk was 
crowded with people, small boys and 
girls were hanging over the Iron picket 
fence, and numbers of well-dressed men 
and women were flocking from the open 
doors of the edifice. A wedding had 
been taking place, and the bridal party, 
no doubt, was Just about to appear and 
enter the carriages. Every head In the 
street car was turned eagerly toward 
the church; men, women and children 
were anxious to see aM that could be 
seen of the wedding.

That’s a queer combination,’' re¬ 
marked the clerk, who seemed to know 
the customer very well. 

"Maybe,*' said the young man. "but 
I ve got to have them, and have them 
to-day. You see, it’s this way. When 
my thrifty father-in-law died not long 
ago he left a well-equipped tool shop 
In our barn loft. 1 don't use tools 
much, so I urged my wife’s mother to 
sell off the whole thing. She said I 
might need some of the tools and other 
things, biK I was positive I wouldn’t; 
so we disposed of them. Now' we have 
chickens and a horse; and I need some 
tools once In a while. particularly a 
pitchfork and a grindstone. Also a 
pulley, when we have hay put in the 
barn loft. I forget myself now' arid 
then, and say: 'Well, If mother hadn't 
sold father’s grindstone and pulley’— 
But I never get to finish the sentence 
my wife and my mother-tn-law' are so 
gifted in prompt repartee. So I've come 
In here to-day to settle that matter 
at once and for all time. Hurry up 
now ; be quick, and wait on me before 
1 change my mind; I want a grindstone, 
a pulley and pitchfork. I don’t know 
how long I’m going to live, of course, 
but I’ll wager I’ll never live long 
enough to hear the last of how much 
better it would be If I hadn't coaxed 
mother to sell father’s tools."

A N Eastern traveling man, from 
** “Boston or down around there,” 
says It does him a great deal of good 
to come once in a while to Louisville, 
and note the Indications in this vicin¬ 
ity that all old-fashioned dsys and 
ways are not yet altogether abandoned. 
The modern craze for what Is called 
"style"—for being up to date or dotvn 
to date—for pushing aside the old for 
the new, however inferior—ha* never 
taken deep root In the South; and in 
some parts of the South, on the plan¬ 
tations, off the highways, the neces¬ 
sary dislocating process called “prog¬ 
ress" has never made any perceptible 
Inroad. Nosing around the business 
parts of Louisville the Boston man dis¬ 
covers that old-fashioned iron “fire- 
dogs,” or andirons, three-legged iron 
kettles and covered skillets for open 
fire-place cooking, are still manufac¬ 
tured here and shipped to the South. 
The big old-fashioned Iron teakettle, 
too, to be swung on the Iron crane over 
the cabin fireplace, goes out of our rail¬ 
way stations in big wholesale crates; 
and “the old iron-bound bucket, which 
hung In the well," once on a time from 
Maine to the Gulf of Mexico. Is steadily 
In demand, for ruraj parts of the “low'er 
country,” to which the germ-theory 
and the boiled-water edict have not yet 
penetrated.

rtNE of the Ohio river packets, out of 
Louisville wharf, had an Interest¬ 
ing but somewhat unusual passenger 
application this last summer. During 
the warm weather, the captain of the 
boat received a letter, mailed from 
a small town up. or dow'n, in Ken¬ 
tucky. which asked If the steamboat 
ever took boarders. Further, the com¬ 
munication stated, that if the steam¬ 
boat did take boarders, and would of¬ 
fer reasonable terms for the same, 
three women wanted to come and stay 
on the boat three weeks and brtng their 
sewing machines with them. They 
were all In somewhat delicate health, 
from too close application to dally work 
at the dressmaking business, and had 
been ordered by their physician to take 
a long river trip.

Southern Democrats in Washington 
to-day have little to say about the re¬ 
sult of the election.

Ther* 
wu*. however.-one important feature 
resulting from their conversation—the 
ivomJnation of a Southern man for the 
Presidency in 1908. 

“We could certainly not be worse 
beaten by taking this course,'* suggest¬

Rip Egan, the Louisville pitcher, had a 
little fanning bee at Detroit the other 
day. and he declares that there Is noth¬ 
ing to the ball any more In the American 
Association. He says that batsmen have 
solved It here. Stricklett, the chief ex¬ 
ponent of the lwril. was not as effective 
as many other twvrlers with a good team 
behind him. Columbus batsmen the sec¬ 
ond trip the Brewers mode East were 
scared to death of his “spit boll.'* The 
soore books show where he wns batted 
out of the box that afternoon, though, 
and Strtckiert’s “spit boll” was not any 
too effective the rest of the year. 

Just a word on the “spit ball” talk. It’s 
the lie lief that batsmen often are afraid 
of a piteher x iu*lng this peculiar ball, and 
they go to the bat believing that they 
cannot hll, which often gives the pitcher 
an advantage to start with. Returning 
to wildcat and freak legislation the game 
Is about right as It Is. and fans like the 
close contests, say w r hat they will to the 
contrary. The final Minneapolis and St. 
Paul series saw each game In doubt until 
the last man was out. and but few runs 
were made. The average attendance was 
larger than any time during the year. 
That shows whether close contests are ap¬ 
preciated or not.

From far-off Hawaii the echo of base 
hits has reached this country, for In Hon¬ 
olulu the game of Yankee Doodle s own 1 
ts thriving. The Hon. Lorrin And rows, 
who Is Attorney General of the Territory 
of Hawaii as well as secretary of the 
Honolulu Baseball league, gives an Inter¬ 
esting review of the baseball situation on 
that island. 

“Hawaii.” he writes, ‘is an enthusiastic 
center for baseball arid has beefi for a 
number of years as far back as tho '70s. 
we having teams here w'hich have played 
In amateur leagues. We havo never had 
any professional league, but from that 
time there have been a series of so-called 
league gajr.*.*» played In Honolulu. The 
great drawback, however, has been that, 
being out of touch with mainland play¬ 
ers, the game has not developed as rapid¬ 
ly as In the States. In the late ‘90s, at 
Honolulu, the capital, a league was 
formtd. having Inclosed ground and an 
admission of twenty-five cents being 
charged. 

Since that time baseball has been im¬ 
mensely popular, although the tide of 
baseball prosperity ebbs and flows here as 
In thv States. For th* last three years 
we have lutd a well -organised league of 
five club*, each dub playing twenty 
games during the baseball --ea^son. and 1 
u m pltur- d to see that we have had some 
very good baseball. A number of players 
from the Fall for nla coast drop down from 
lime to time. and. while greatly aiding 
In Improving the technique of the game, 
have In all cases found tneir equal among 
the local players. The llawailaus espe¬ 
cially are bom baseball players, and I as¬ 
sure you that many of the players here 
would do well In minor leagues in the 
States. 

I think the characteristic that would 
strike you most familiarly in our teams 
Is the divers nationalities of which they 
are mud*.* up; for Instance, the winning 
team of this season ci»mt>r.ses three full- 
blooded natives, one Portuguese, three 
half-castes, two who are mixtures of the 
American negro and Hawaiian, and the 
star third baseman of the league is a full- 
blooded Chinaman. In addition to the 
local teams, we often have teams made 
up of the best players from the army 
regiments and naval detachments sta¬ 
tioned in Honolulu, this year being for¬ 
tunate enough to have a team of marines 
In the league w’ho won the championahIp 
of Manila last year. And who put up a 
very good article of ball.”

Washington. Nov. 9.—[Special]— 
What will Roosevelt do?

Tho Rev. Charles H. Dodd. of New¬ 
ark, N. J.. presented the * Relation of 
Theology to Religion/* from npsycholog¬ 
ical viewpoint, to the Baptist Congress 
yesterday afternoon In a way *thut won 
the warm applause of the assemblage. 
Dr. Dodd showed how theology Is the 
outgrowth of religion, and how. though 
history* has for ages past dated from 
ihe Garden of Eden, there are found, 
wherever archaeological research is go¬ 
ing on. many evidences of theologies 
that existed ages before the Garden of 
IOden was created. 

Speaking further. Dr. Dodd said that 
religion Is only one of many great hu¬ 
man experiences, and it Is the duty 
of theology to find the meaning to th«- 
heart of such experiences. 

“Religion must hr all or nothing/* 
said Dr. Dodd, “not a mere smile of 
contentment, but life itself/* 

The paper of Prof. W. J. MeGlothllfl. 
of Louisville. followed (that of Dr. Dodd 
In the discussion, and made plain many 
points not fully understood, ut lea*t by 
the laity. 

• • « 

Relation of the Two. 


The relation of theology and religion 
Is a very intimate one. according to 
Prof. McGluthiin, each being of im¬ 
portance to the other, theology being, 
not an accident, not an arbitrary crea¬ 
tion. of philosophy, hut a fully develop¬ 
ed system for the better understanding 
of religion. Because a man Is a student 
of theology, ft does not necessarily fol¬ 
low that he understands and feels the 
love and power of God, for a man can¬ 
not arrive at such an understanding 
without religion. One reason why the 
proper relationship between religion 
and theology is not generally under- 
staod. said Prof. McGlothlln. Is that 
theology bores most men, being a pure¬ 
ly Intellectual science. On the other 
hand, religion, appealing more to the 
emotions, offers practical help In daily 
life. 

Man/* said Prof. McGlothlln. “may 
he a religious animal, but he Ik not a 
thinking animal. Thinking to moet men 
is hard labor, while to some men it is 
an impossible taaIvor.** 

Notwithstanding the fact that such a 
great majority of men prefer practical 
affair* to theology. Prof. McGlothlln 
believes tJuut the time Is coming when 
more attention will 1*? paid to theology 
by people in general. Theology does not 
thrive at the exiHT.se of religion, but 
brightens the understanding and makes 
it possible for the believer to know why 
be believes, and In times of trouble and 
stress forms an anchor to his faith. 
Speaking of ih** difficulties before theo¬ 
logians, Prof. McGlothlln said:

Theology Must Face Changes. 


“Theology must continually face the 
vacillating changes of the world's 
ibought. Although the thought of the 
world Is vacillating, theology' is not so. 
and only changes when the demands «»f 
the age make change Imperative. 
Though of great benefit to religion, 
theology must lie confined to Its proper 
sphere, for fear that the stagnating in¬ 
fluence of the past he allowed to impose 
on ihe present and future/* 

In this connection, Prof. McGlothlln 
cited the case of the theologian Mel- 
aiv'thon. who formulated the creed of 
the Lutherans, and who was. Inter in 
life, cried out upon as a heretic be- 
<- 3 Ui 6 e he wished to make a change in 
the principles he hml advocated years 
before. 

Too much theology has a tendency to 
divide the church, and can only unify 
by a system of exclusion. Religion Is. 
in Itself, unifying, and. coupled with it. 
thoology should aid In the reverent at¬ 
tempt to unravel its profound truths 

It was regretted that the Rev. H. A 
ftumrell. of Shreveport, La., who was 
one of the speakers appointed to this 
subject, was not able to come to'Louis¬ 
ville. No substitute was appointed hi 
his place. The other speaker, the Rev. 
D. B. Cheney, of Terre Haute, Ind.. 
made ft forceful and earnest talk, de¬ 
ploring popular belief that theology and 
religion luive been divorced. From a 
too small knowledge of theolouy. Mr. 
Cheney said, spring all the doubts and 
fears that liave caused so much leth¬ 
argy and distrust among church Iso¬ 
lde in late years. Theology for the 
teaching of doctrine, and n knowledge 
of doctrine for an anchor to hold the 
faith, is what In needed, said Mr. 
Cheney.

Nealy was arrested and locked I 
in jail last night, and to-day Jackson 
cans* to towti ;uh1 surrendered, claim¬ 
ing that he alone did the killing. Feel¬ 
ing here Is very bitter against both 
prisoners, since it fs believed that the 
death of Wlreman. who was ft highly 
ie*»i>ected man. Is the result pf a plot.

Wholesale arrests of Democrats are 
to be made on warrants sworn out In 
the Federal Court, it was claimed by 
the Republican leaders yesterday.

A DISTILLERY IN COURT. 


An order was entered yesterday In 
Judge Field’s Court dismissing as set¬ 
tled the suit brought by Elizabeth W. 
Irwin against her mother, Mary E. Ir¬ 
win. as executrix of the estate of her 
husband, Daniel Irwin. Miss Irwin 
had put in a claim against her father’s 
estate for which she said was due 

her at the rate of $20 a week for nurs¬ 
ing him during his last illness extend¬ 
ing from May 2$, 1902, to September 8 . 
1903. The amount of settlement was not 
announced, though It Is believed she re¬ 
ceived about half the claim upon which 
she sued. Much feeling existed between 
Miss Irwin und her rqother on account 
of the provisions of Daniel L. Irwin’s 
will. Some months ago a suit was tried 
in Judge Gordon’s court, by which Miss 
Irwin attempted to have the document 
set aside upon the plea that her father 
had been unduly Influenced by her 
mother. A verdict was rendered, how¬ 
ever. In favor of the will. It provided 
that all the property should go to the 
widow for life, with the remainder to 
the children. Miss Irwin claimed that 
because of her mother’s alleged preju¬ 
dice against her there would be nothing 
left as her portion upon Mrs. Irwin's 
death.

TO DEYISE PLANS 


FOR RELIEVING URGENT NEED 
FOR DRAINAGE. 


Following Bond Issue’s Defeat, the 
Mayor Will Do the Best 
He Can. 


Immediate steps toward relieving the 
districts in Louisville which are most 
in need of now sewers and better drain, 
ago will be taken by the Mayor, who 
will consult with the Board of Public 
Works and J. B. F. Breed, the City 
Engineer, with regard to the adoption 
of some plan which will serve tempo¬ 
rarily. Just what can and will be done 
1* not known at this time. The Mayor 
•aid yesterday that the board would do 
the best It could with the resources 
available, and while it would afford 
only a temporary und unsatbfactory 
rellef the money will be used to the best 
possible advantage. 

Nothing will b< done until after th* 
tax levy has been made for the fiscal 
year 1905. When this levy Is made a 
certain sum will.be set aside for sew<*r 
construction and repairs, and will be 
expended where it Is most greatly need¬ 
ed. The Chief Engineer will be asked 
to prepare plans for the small sewers 
which will afford some slight relief, and 
these plans will be submitted to the 
Board of Public Works and then to 
the General Council. 

It la hoped that several small sewers 
which will drain parts of the 
city where streets and cellars 
are flooded whenever a rain falls 
can be constructed during the com¬ 
ing spring without increasing the tax 
rate, and an effort will he made to¬ 
ward this end. The Mayor does not 
want the tax rate Increased, and h* 
will do the best possible without rais¬ 
ing 'the levy, which Is to be made dur¬ 
ing the coming month. The Mayor said 
yesterday that it will be hurd to do 
much good without increasing the tax 
rate so as to raise the required sum, 
but, he said, the whole thing is in In¬ 
definite shape a' present, and little can 
be told about the plans which will be 
made and carried out. 

The city now has on hard bonds of a 
face value of $250,00(1 which were issue 1 
for sewer construction, but these bond* 
draw only 3 per cent. Interest, and at 
the present time it Is Impossible to sell 
ithem for their par valu». The law re¬ 
quires that they be sold at par, and 
fh is makes It impossible to realize on 
them. If the bonds can be sold the 
money will materially assist In the re¬ 
lief of inundated portions of the city, 
and with the money which is raised by 
direct taxation the sewer situation can 
fee materially benefited. 

Some discussion has gone on In favor 
©f an amendment to the city charter 
which will allow the sewers to be built 
and paid for by taxation on the abut¬ 
ting property. This Is not deemed prac¬ 
ticable In tlie case of the southern out¬ 
fall sewer, as It will necessarily go for 
several mltos outside the city, making 
It necessary to raise money in some 
other way. _ _

Six Dairymen Pleaded Guilty. 

Six local dairymen pleaded guilty In 
the Criminal Court yesterday to the 
charge of selling wutered milk, and 
each paid a fine of $10. The defend¬ 
ants were T. L. Block & Co„ G. A. 
Fihe, M. J. Madden, J. Sal fra nek. Alex¬ 
ander Kimberger and John \V«»ehle. All 
had been Indicted on Information fur¬ 
nished by the State experimental sta¬ 
tion. and were accused of having wa¬ 
tered milk to the extent of reducing the 
percentage of ’butter fat and other 
properties It should contain below' the 
legal standard. Aaron Kohn. attorney 
assisting the Commonwealth, hurl been 
assured by the defendants that they 
would not again sell adulterated milk, 
and recommended that the minimum 
fine be imposed In their cases. The 
maximum Is $100. T. J. Wathen, an¬ 
other milk dealer, pleaded not guilty 
to the charge, and upon trial It was 
shown that a clerk had through mis¬ 
take given out to the State Inspector 
milk which w'as only used for condens¬ 
ing purposes. The test showed this 
sample lacking. On account of the er¬ 
ror. however, the prosecution moved for 
a dismissal.

SENT TO REFORM SCHOOL 


Mis* Edith Londerback. an unusually 
pretty girl, fifteen years of age, pleaded 
guilty to the charge of horse-stealing 
In the Criminal Court yesterday and 
was sent by Judge Pryor to the 8 choo! 
of Reform until she attains her ma¬ 
jority. It was with the admission that 
she always possessed an uncontrollable 
desire to own a fine horse and buggy 
and had for years been fighting against 
the inclination to appropriate one 
wherever she found it. that she made 
the plea. 

Twice she has found it impossible to 
resist the temptation, and both time* 
she fell into th*- hands of the law as a 
consequence. Upon the first occasion, 
however, she was more fortunate than 
this, and escaped u penalty. Before 
making her plea of gbllty, the girl had 
explained to her friends that she want¬ 
ed to be put some place where sht 
would not he tempted with the sight of 
good-looking horse flesh and well-kept 
vehicles. By spending several years in 
the School of Reform she hope* to out¬ 
grow' the mania. 

• • • 

To Penitentiary For Two Years. 

Under the form for *uoh trials the 
girl was sent to the penitentiary J>y the 
Jury for two years, the minimum term 
for this offense. Where the defendant 
is less than eighteen years of age the 
court has the right to substitute service 
in the School of Reform, for some 
time Miss Londerback has been living 
with an aunt In Portland. Last June 
she hired a horse and buggy at the 
stable of A. B. Hill, with the under¬ 
standing that she would return It later 
in the day and pay the bill. The girl 
and the horse and buggy were next lo¬ 
cated eight day* afterward at a point 
in Ohio, about ten mile* north of Cin¬ 
cinnati. where she was detained by the 
authorities. Her money with which she 
had bought food for herself and horse 
had given out. and the animal was in a 
broken-down condition and the girl 
nearly starved. When brought back 
here she explained that she had hired 
the horse with the Intention of meet¬ 
ing a young man In New Albany, but 
that he did not keep hi* appointment. 
?he then started for Georgetown. O.. 
where her father's relatives live. Sev¬ 
eral year* ago. when Miss Londerback 
was making her home with another 
aunt in Illinois, she took a horse and 
buggy, and though arrested, was not 
prosecuted. Capt. John H. Leathers, 
of the Board of Trustees of the School 
of Reform, appeared in court with the 
girl. He said he had Investigated her 
condition and found it to be most un¬ 
fortunate.

ERNST LEAVES FOR HOME. 


The Republican* at their State head, 
quarter* were alternating l>etween Ju¬ 
bilation and despair yesterday. \Y*hen 
they read of the results of the national 
election smiles broadened their faces 
and when they thought of Kentucky 
their brows contracted with disappoint- 
Tm?nt. The State was conceded to the 
Democrat* for Parker by Richard P. 
Ernst, the chairman, and his co-w'ork- 
ers, but no statement was made as to 
the result in the Third and Ninth dis¬ 
tricts. The Republicans refuse to con¬ 
cede the election of James M. Richard¬ 
son and J. N. Kehoe, saying that they 
Instructed their chairman not to send 
In reports until they could give the 
correct figure. 

"We do not expect to be able to make 
any statement about the two close dis¬ 
tricts until to-morrow',” said Thomas 
L. Walker. "U'o neither claim nor con¬ 
cede anything yet." 

At the local Republican headquarters. 
Clayton Blakey. the chairman of the 
Campaign Committee, conceded the 
election of the Democratic ticket on the 
face of the returns, but claimed that 
gross frauds were perpetrated by the 
Democrats. "1 admit that the returns 
show a majority for the Democrats.” 
said Mr. Blakey. “but the majority was 
obtained only by fraud and w'tth a fair 
election the Republicans would have 
carried Louisville by 5.000 votes. It is 
too early to say anything else.” 

MaJ. W. C. Owen®, the defeated can¬ 
didate for Congress, spent the entire 
day at the local headquarters. To all 
inquiries he returned Jocular answer* 
to show that he did not feel bad at the 
result. Asked whether he u’ould make 
a contest. MaJ Owens replied that no 
one heuj been declared elected yet and 
until a certificate was issued he would 
not say what he intended to do.

Will Contest. 


That the Republican* Intend to con¬ 
test the election of Swagar Sherley is 
evident and already the worker* are 
engaged in collecting evidence to sup¬ 
port the cry of fraud. Contests will 
probably be made also by William Hen¬ 
ry Jr>m-* and J. B. Bennett, the de- 
f^at-d candidate in the Third and Ninth 
districts. 

No reason was assigned by any of 
the Republicans for contesting Mr. Ke- 
hoe's election and It w’ill probably be 
made on general principles, based on 
the fact that the district was close and 
that the next House will be overwhel¬ 
mingly Republican.
